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Introduction 


Pechersky synodikon (PS) — the oldest preserved synodikon of the Kiev-Pechersky 
Monastery. It was written in the late 15th — early 16th centuries. It was printed in 1891 by 
S. Golubev [Ancient monument of the Kiev-Pechersk Lavra (The end of the XV and the 
beginning of the XVI century) / Golubev S. — Proceedings the historical society of Nestor 
the chronicler, 1891, v. 6, annex; in abbreviated form — S.G., page]; it was investigated 
by E. I. De Witte [De Witte E.I. Comments on Ancient synodikons Kiev-Pechersk Lavra 
and the Kiev Golden-Domed Mikhailovsky Monastery. — Proceedings the historical 
society of Nestor the Chronicler, 1910 — 1914, vol. 21 — 24, annex. — 144 p.; in 
abbreviated form — E. V., page] and L. V. Voitovich [Princely Dynasties of Eastern 
Europe. — Lviv: 2000, Section 1.9; in abbreviated form — L.V., record number].

The task of our research will be the systematization of fragments of historical 
information from the synodikon and the elucidation of the process of its formation. 


Text 


The breakdown of the synodikon into sections was done by me. For it, was used a 
paragraph breakdown in the publication. I counted 417 such sections. Where there were 
headings in the manuscript, they were written out as section headings. In other cases, the 
title of the section was the first name + ...; in the headings are noted pages from the 
publication Golubev; in the synodikon citations, the marginalization provided in italics in 
brackets (like this) — there are lot of them. 

The experience of reading the synodikon showed that the section is too large a unit of 
text, and sometimes it is advisable to break them down into blocks — smaller parts of the 
sections, which can be identified on the basis of certain considerations. These blocks in 
the publication are not specified, but are needed for research. 

The orthography of quotations is simplified, with the approach to modern spelling of 
the Ukrainian or Russian language. Superscripts are entered in the text without 
reservation; in some cases I could not disassemble them, I put them in square brackets, 
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here and there with question marks. The numbers written in Cyrillic are repeated in 
Arabic numerals.

Overview 


The overview table lists the titles of the sections, the quantitative indices, the 
geographical names associated with the recorded names, as well as the initial and final 
dates associated with the recorded names (dates of their lives and / or references in the 
documents). 

In total, in the main part of the PS (Sections 1 — 415), according to my calculations, 
14 316 names are written, including 769 princes and 998 clerics (one should know that 
princes-monks were registered as a group of princes and a group of clergy) 

In addition, in the final sections (416 — 417) there were 261 names written, 46 
princes, and 32 clerics — I did not include them in the general count because there are 
many names clearly borrowed from the main part of the PS. 

On average, the section contains 34.5 names; in block — 19.7 names. As sections, 
blocks on average also look "crowded" — the records of individual genera did not exceed 
10, and often consisted of only 2 names (father and mother), some blocks and even 
sections contained only one name. That is, real blocks (names groups written by one 
person for one seating) in the PS would have to be doubled or three times more than 
accrued, but to allocate most of the PS blocks there is no real guidance. 

The general trends in the development of PS can be represented in the form of the 
following diagrams: 
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Distribution of the number of names in PS 
Vertical purple line is the median distribution: 50% of the names are recorded in 
sections 1 — 135 (left) and 50% in sections 136 — 415 (right) 
The general trend is to reduce the number of names in the section as it moves from 
the beginning to the end of the PS (the median lies to the left of the middle, section 207). 
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Distribution of the number of princes in the PS 
The median distribution lies in the area of section 55 
The general trend is the concentration of princely names in the initial part of the PS 
and the relative decrease in their number as they move to the end (the median lies to the 
left of the median of the number of names). 
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Distribution of the number of clergy in the PS 
The median distribution lies in the area of section 185 
The general trend is an increase in the relative strength of the clergy as it moves from 
the beginning to the end of the PS (the median lies to the right of the median of the 
number of names).

Geography 


Geographical names associated with the PS come from two sources. The first is the 
name directly in the text of the PS, the second is the names closely related to the names 
of historical figures that were identified in the PS (these cases are explained in the 
comments). In total, the PS managed to track 235 occurrences of various geographical 
names, of which 82 are unique.

Schematic map of geographical names of the Pechersky Synodikon 
On the map, we expect to see a large accumulation of names in Volhynia (from 
Vladimir to Korets), then uninhabited space separates it from the slightly populated Kiev 
region (the settlement is concentrated in its northern part). To the south of Kiev there are 
no settlements, except for Kanev and Cherkassy, where there were castles. 
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Chronology 


Let’s try now to look at the chronological instructions of the PS, determine the depth 
of its historical memory and the time of writing separate sections. 

For this we have not so little data, we just need to use them correctly. Chronological 
instructions, as well as geographical ones, consist of mentions in the text of the PS and 
from historical data on persons who can be considered indisputably identified.

Sociology 


What can we say about the social structure of that society, the cross-section of which 
gives us the Pechersky Synodikon? As seems to me, not too little. 


Definition of the aristocracy 
The history of Ukraine has always been, is and will remain forever History of the 
Ukrainian people. The Ukrainians have never had their own aristocracy, and this is so 
expressive a feature of our history that in the future aristocracy I find it unlikely. 


Working masses 
Therefore, it is quite natural that our review of the social structure begins with the 
most numerous and most important of the groups — from the working masses. 
Of the 14 316 names that I counted in the PS, 12 549 names, or 88 %, belonging to 
persons without titles and without definitions. Their gifts for the Pechersky Monastery 
correspond to their poverty. 


Townsfolk 

Habitual for us the word "townsfolk", like the aristocracy, can have two definitions. 
Townsfolk-loose is all who live in towns, regardless of their legal status. Princes and 
bishops are such townsfolk too. Townsfolk-strict are those who are subject to Magdeburg 
law. 

The singling out of townsfolk as a separate social group is due to the introduction of 
Magdeburg law and the corresponding separation of the rights of citizens from other 
people. 


"Gentry" 
Word gentry as a social term at this time was not used, and in the PS we do not see it. 
I use it instead of the verbose "landowners obligated by service." 
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Officials 
A fairly large group of people in the PS is characterized by the terms of their official 
position. There are servants of the Grand Duke of Lithuania, the Grand Duke of Moscow 
and private individuals. On this material, we can not decide whether the public and 
private service at that time differed, or (I think, rather) the service to the Grand Duke was 
a service to the person, and not to the abstract notion of the state. 


Scribes 
Another special kind of service is connected with the pen and inkwell. Here, first of 
all, we must remember the writers who wrote the Pechersky Synodikon. 
We see here as many as 12 names, probably the monks of the Caves Monastery. 
Considering the poverty of our news about the names of the 16th-century writers, such an 
amount can be impressive. 


Lords 
Mentions of the lords (pan) and ladies (pani) in the PS are quite numerous, and for 
reference purpose I collected them into the following table (total 93 entries).

Distribution of lords by classes of informativeness 
We see that a considerable amount of lords are known to us not only from the PS, 
but also from other historical documents — we can assume that such about 1/3 of the total 
number of 93 records. The chronology of these records reflects the general movement of 
the PS — from the names of the 4th quarter 15th cent. to the names known in the first third 
of the 16th century or even a little later. 


Princes 
I copied everyone prince mentioned in the PS. There were 769 of them, L. Voitovich 
listed and gave explanations for only 325 names (42%), and I had to reject a significant 
part of his explanations as unconvincing. 


In total we have 101 relatively confidently disassembled names and 46 names, for 
the explanation of which we need assumptions (which I found relatively probable). 622 
princely names remained unexplained. 
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Distribution of princes by classes of informativeness 

We see that part of the unknown names among the princes are much larger than 
among the lords. This is entirely due to the fact that the title prince was considered by 
scribe of the PS as an indispensable addition to the name, and we can believe that every 
person who was awarded the title of prince during his lifetime was recorded in the PS 
with this title. At the same time, the title lord was not considered an indispensable 
attribute of the name, and was mentioned only in headings and marginalies. Therefore, a 
significant (maybe about most of the lords are not identified in the text of the PS. 

Of the total number of names, 569 (70%) belong to men, 230 to women (30%), that 
is, the disproportion towards men here is even greater than for non-titled names. 


Secular clergy 
Names, whose titles are designated by the white (secular) clergy, in the PS there are 
99 (this is 10 % of the total number of names of the clergy). 
Among the representatives of the white clergy, the priests have a decisive advantage. 
What was the difference between just priest and saint priest — I could not find out. 


Monks 

Names, the titles of which denote monks (including the higher clergy — bishops and 
metropolitans), in the PS there are 863 (this accounts for 90 % of the total number of 
names of the clergy). 

Monks have mainly titles inok (inoka for women) and schimnik (schimnitsa for 
women), less often — by their combination. Other variants of titles are rare. The monk- 
priest is designated by the title saint-inok. 

There are 573 (66 %) of all men’s monastic names, 290 (34 %) for women, that is, 
the ratio of men and women is about the same as we saw for untitled names. 


Metropolitans and bishops 

Starting to consider the leaders of the Orthodox Church — bishops and metropolitans 
—I recall that at the beginning of the PS a retrospective record was made of the names of 
metropolitans (section 3), which ends, according to my observations, by the name 
Makarii (f 1497). 

In total during the writing of the PS, 6 metropolitans were died, of which only the 
first three are mentioned in the third chapter. There are no special retrospective lists of 
bishops in the PS at all. What are the names mentioned in the current part of the PS? 


Is 


The first thing to note for this table is that all the proposed identifications of names 
are questionable, only possible, and not indisputable. Of the six metropolitans who died 
during the PS, we see in the synodikon only two names. 


Name space 


What names were popular, and which ones, on the contrary, were rare in the days of 
the Pechersky Synodikon? Is there a class difference in the namespaces? 


Untitled names 

Let us first consider our systematic selection of untitled names, which has 4004 
names and makes up about 1/3 of all non-titled names in the PS. Let me remind you that 
this sample is formed by rewriting all the names in whole sections. 

The following tables show the normative names (as they are grammatically correct in 
the saints) and the variants of writing names in the PS. When selecting options, the 
phonetic and spelling features (for example, the initial letter A-O-Omega) were not taken 
into account. 

Untitled male names, sorted alphabetically 

A total of 225 different names, 2 446 named individuals. 

Untitled female names, sorted alphabetically 

A total of 62 different names, 1 558 named individuals. It can be seen that the 
options for writing female names in the PS are much larger than the options for male 
names. 

Untitled male names, sorted by the number of occurrences 


The heavy horizontal line in the table denotes median: 17 most used names (7.6 %) 
collected more than 50 % of entries, and the remaining 50 % accounted for 209 less 
common names. 

Untitled female names, sorted by the number of occurrences 


The heavy horizontal line in the table denotes median: the 9 most commonly used 
names (14.5 %) collected more than 50 % of entries, and the remaining 50 % accounted 
for 53 less common names. 


Princely names 
Consider now all 766 princely names, indicated in the PS. 
Names of the princes, sorted alphabetically 
A total of 65 different names, 525 named individuals. 
Names of princesses and prince’s daugters, sorted alphabetically 
There are 43 different names, 241 named persons. 
Names of princes, sorted by the number of occurrences 


The heavy horizontal line in the table denotes median: The five most used names 
(7.7 %) collected more than 50% of entries, and the remaining 50 % accounted for 60 
less common names. 

Names of princesses and prince’s daugters, sorted by the number of occurrences 
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The heavy horizontal line in the table denotes median: the six most used names (14 
%) collected more than 50 % of entries, and the remaining 50 % accounted for 37 less 
common names. 


Monastic names 
Consider now all 863 monastic names, indicated in the PS. 
Names of monks, sorted alphabetically 
A total of 150 different names, 558 named persons. 
Names of the nuns, sorted alphabetically 
There are 51 different names, 305 named persons. 
The names of the monks, sorted by the number of occurrences 


The heavy horizontal line in the table denotes median: The 23 most commonly used 
names (15.2 %) collected more than 50 % of entries, and the remaining 50 % account for 
128 less common names. 

Names of nuns, sorted by number of occurrences 


The heavy horizontal line in the table denotes median: the 10 most commonly used 
names (19.6 %) collected more than 50 % of entries, and the remaining 50 % account for 
41 less common names. 


Comparison of the namespaces 
Is there a difference in the popularity of names, depending on the social status of the 
bearers of names? Let’s use the results of the previous 3 sections. 


Crossing the male names of different classes 


From tables and diagrams of the intersection of the names arrays, one can make a 
fairly confident conclusion about common male names. They are divided into two classes 
— monastic names and others. The class of monastic names has a small intersection with 
the class of names of untitled persons, this does not prevent the allocation of a significant 
group of names as primarily monastic. 

In PS we do not see exclusively princely names. From the five common princely 
names, two (Joann, Simeon) are neutral, common among persons of all classes; the rest — 
three names — are common among princes and among untitled persons. 

It can be said with certainty that the common denomination of princes and untitled 
persons contributed to the consolidation of society on the basis of the Orthodox faith 
common to the "upper classes" and "lower classes". 
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Rare names 

Rare names are the opposite of the common names that we discussed above. I call 
the name rare that occurs in the PS | to 5 times. Looking through the PS, I specially paid 
attention to such names, and they are presented in the following tables relatively fully. 

Rare male names 
There are 171 names, 142 (83 %) Christian and 29 (17 %) non-Christian. 
Rare female names 

A total of 25 names, 17 of them (68 %) are Christian, and 8 (32 %) are non- 

Christian. 


Composition of the namespace 
So, I counted in the PS only 578 unique normative names — 406 male (70 %) and 172 
female (30 %). Let me remind you that there are 61 % of men in the PS, 39 % of women. 
We can say that the diversity of male names is higher than the diversity of female names. 
The vast majority of normative names are names from Christian Orthodox 
namespace, which marks the great spread of Christianity in all social groups and the 
complete ousting of pagan names from use. 


Conclusions 


What conclusions can be drawn from our rather long walk through the pages of the 
Pechersky Synodikon (PS)? 

1. The PS, not being a historical source in the narrow sense of the word (there are no 
reports of historical events), is of considerable interest to the social and everyday history 
of the late 15th — early 16th centuries. 

2. The PS is entirely written in Kiev, in the Pechersky (Cave) Monastery. It consists 
of a small retrospective (historical) part (preface, sections 1 — 5), the main part that 
contains the current records (sections 6 — 415) and a small epilogue (sections 415 — 416). 

3. The written sources used in the compilation of the PS are not numerous. This is 
primarily the "Synodikon of Prince Constantine Ostrozky", compiled separately and 
inscribed in the PS with some errors as section 373. Also used is the chart of Semen from 
Kolky in 1398 (section 57). Perhaps as a separate document there was a record of the 
family of Prince Dmitry Putyatich (section 88). 

4. The main part of the PS was written consistently, year after year, in 1483 — 1530 
years. Epilogue was written in the 1530s — early 1540s. Due to the chronological 
designation in the text, you can roughly set the time of writing each section. 

5. The geography of the records of the PS covers almost the whole territory of the 
then Grand Duchy of Lithuania (72 % of mentions), among which the greatest 
contribution was given by Kyiv region and Volyn. About 26 % of the mentions refer to 
the territory of the Grand Duchy of Moscow. The transition of a part of the lands (Siversk 
region, Smolensk, the lands of the upper Oka) to the power of Moscow in the early 16th 
century did not affect the traditional ties of these lands with the Pechersky Monastery. 

6. Of the 14 316 names that I counted in the PS, 12 549 names, or 88 %, belonging to 
persons without titles and without definitions. Most of these names belong to 
representatives of the working masses — the basis of society. Men among them — 63 %, 
women — 37 %. 
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7. A few mentions of the profession or social status of individuals make it possible to 
single out petty bourgeoises, landowners (gentry, who have not yet formed a separate 
class), officials and gentlemen. The text mentions the names of 12 scribes who wrote the 
synodikon, which greatly enriches our knowledge of the writing of the time under 
consideration. 

8. There are 769 princes, princesses and prince’s daughters recorded in the PS. Only 
19 % of them can be associated with some probability with persons known from other 
sources. 81% (622 princely name) are known to us exclusively from the PS and can not 
be explained. It must be assumed that about the bulk of these persons are local self- 
proclaimed princely families; only a small part of them managed to consolidate their 
princely status with recognition by the government and fixation in written documents. 

9. The depth of the historical memory of the genera recorded in the PS, which we can 
trace mainly behind the princely genus, is small and is about 25 years. Only a few cases 
mentioned persons of the mid-14th century, and memory reaches 150 years. There is no 
mention of the princes of the first half of the 14th century or more ancient time in the PS. 

10. The (mainly) lack of instructions to parents and other family ties leads to the fact 
that we can not extract from the PS something useful for the genealogy of even princely 
families. Cases when available data in the PS allow us to confidently establish the 
genealogical position of the recorded person, there are literally few ones. 

11. It should be noted that the number of records of princes decreases from the 
beginning of the synodikon to its end, while the number of clerics is growing. 

12. About 1000 names of clergymen are mentioned in the PS, of which 10 % belong 
to the white (secular) clergy. Among the latter, priests are most often mentioned, 
references to representatives of the lower clergy are extremely rare. 

13. 90 % of clergy are monks and nuns. Men among them — 64 %, women — 36 %, 
which almost coincides with the distribution of untitled names. Oddly enough, the PS 
does not contain any full information about the archimandrites of the Pechersky 
Monastery, the memorial records of bishops and metropolitans look just as random (there 
are no mentions of the patriarchs at all, except for the 3 random names of patriarchs of 
the 14th century in the retrospective part). 

14. Considering the composition of representatives of the social upper classes 
recorded in the PS, it can be concluded that these persons were entered only when 
relatives took care of this. The Pechersk monks, it seems, did not enter anyone on their 
own initiative, and therefore the synodikon has a provincial and not a general state 
character. 

15. Pechersky Synodikon is the most early synodikon of all the known in Eastern 
Europe. It is independent of earlier written sources and acts as one of the few early 
written monuments created in Kiev.
